When 
she had found a watchman they went 
to the judge's chambers and found the 
door locked.

Mrs. Upham, ; accompanied by Mr. 
and Mrs. B. Ex Sunny of Chicago, will 
leave here Tuesday with the body, ac- 
cording to present plans. The burial, 
it was reported, would be in Racine, 
Wis., Mr. Upham’s boyhood home. 

Although Mr. Upham had resigned 
the treasurership of the Republican 
national committee, he still was com- 
mitteeman from Illinois. 

Plans were under way here tonight 
for the holding of brief services before 
the return to Chicago. Memorial serv- 
ices also may be held. 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER 


Frederic William Upham was born 
at Racine, Wis., Jan. 29, 1861. He grew 
to manhood there, attending the pub- 
lic school followed by three years at 
Ripon: college. 

In 1880 he began his business career 
with the Upham Manufacturing com- 
pany, at Marshfield, Wis., holding po- 
sitions ranging from inspector of lum- 
ber to general manager. The president 
of that company was his uncle, Maj. 
William H. Upham, who was governor 
of Wisconsin from..1895 to 1897. 

Mr. Upham came to Chicago in 1894 
and organized the Fred W. Upham 
Lumber company. His business enter- 
prises in the lumber and coal business 
branched out extensively until he be- 
came president and chairman of the 
board of the Consumers company and 
a director of the Peabody Coal com- 
pany. He. owned several Wisconsin 
sawmills and large timber lands. 


Partner of F. 8S. Peabody. 

For many years Mr. Upham. was 
associated: with Francis S. Peabody, 
prominent Democrat and at one time 
treasurer of the Democratic National 
committee. Together they organized 
the City Fuel company, a consolidation 
of several concerns, the major one 
of which was the Peabody Coal com- 
pany, owning large anthracite mines. 

This business association led to the 


pany and the carrying on for a time of 
a coal, ice, ice cream, beverages and 
building material business. This was 
done under the name of the Consum- 
ers company. 3 

Fruits of Previous Mergers. 

With the Consumers company, the 
partners acquired the results of a 
series of consolidations that previously 
had merged the principal natural and 
artificial ice companies of the city, and 
also a large business in building mia- 
terials and beverages. 

The beverage and ice cream business 
was turned over later to a separate 
organization, the Hydrox company, a 
trade name under which the old Con- 
sumers company had marketed its 
products of that nature.

6,000 Pupils of City 


in Checker Tourney 


Beginning the week of Feb. 23 the 
public school children of Chicago will 
stage one of the biggest checker tour- 
uaments in the history of the city.

The boundaries of the Republic of Poland were established in 1919 by the Treaty of Versailles and by agreement 
with adjoining countries. Poland has been a member of the League of Nations since its inception. The record 
of financial and economic progress in Poland constitutes an outstanding achievement among European nations 
since the War and may be summarized as follows: 

1. The creation of a stable currency with a reserve of 65% gold and gold securities ; 

2. A balanced budget—in 1924 total Government receipts exceeding total expenditures by $14,282,000; 


3. A normal surplus of exports over imports; 
4. A Government owned railroad system of 14,000 miles showing in 1924 an excess of receipts over

5. The funding of the Government’s Debt to the United States and all other countries, 


The Constitution of Poland provides for a President, whose term of office is seven years, and a Senate and Diet, 
elected by general suffrage. It has an area of 150,000 square miles, and a population in excess of 27,000,000, in 
which respect it is the fifth largest in continental Europe. The country is primarily agricultural, and is at present 
the chief producer in Europe of rye, the second in production of potatoes, third in barley and oats, and fourth in 
beet sugar. The textile industry in Poland is highly developed, as well as the oil, sugar refining, iron and steel, 
chemical and timber industries. Polish coal production is next in volume to b that of Germany and France, and there 
exist important deposits of salt, iron, zinc and other minerals. 


FINANCES 

The external funded debt of Poland on December 31, 1924, amounted to $320,380,000 and the internal debt to 
$26,441,000, a total of $346,821,000, or approximately $13 per capita. Of the above external debt, all but approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 consists of debts to foreign governments contracted since the War for reconstruction purposes. 
Under the Treaty of Versailles, Poland will eventually assume certain obligations, the amount of which is not yet 
determined, in connection with former German and Austrian territory allotted to her. As against the above debt, 
Government-owned properties, including railroads, forests, tobacco factories, mineral and oil lands, refineries, salt 
mines ‘and other assets, were valued on May 1, 1924, at approximately $1,260,000,000. The Government purposes 
that the entire proceeds of this loan are to be expended solely for comstructive and productive purposes. 


SECURITY 

These bonds are a direct obligation of. the Republic of Poland, and the authorized issue, limited to $50,000,000 
of which $35,000,000 is to be presently outstanding, is specifically secured by the revenue derived by the Govern- 
ment from the Sugar Tax, amounting in 1924 to 10 ,422,000, and by the gross receipts of the Government railroads, 
Receipts from the Sugar Tax will be deposited as received in the Bank of Poland to be employed in meeting the 
interest and sinking fund requirements of this issue. The Government covenants that if the annual proceeds of this 
Tax shall in any year fall below $10,000,000, other revenues will be added to the amount so deposited to make 
that sum. So long as any of the bonds of this issue are outstanding the Government covenants that it will not 
subject the receipts from the Sugar Tax, or the gross revenues of railroads, to any charge which is not specifi- 
cally subordinated to the lien of these bonds. 
In point of railroad mileage, Poland is next in im ce in continental Europe to Germany and France. The 
Government system, acquired under treaties concl after the War, is approximately 14,000 miles in length, 
and has an estimated value, including rolling stock, in excess of $800,000,000. The lines are free from 
debt, with the exception of liens now outstanding on certain sections amounting to approximately $10, oodro00. ,000 “ta
